ſaid Will, bearing Date the Ninetcenth Day of Oclober One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Eighteen, he directed that the ſaid Truſtees ſhould out of the 
Money ariſing by Sale of the ſaid Manor of Charterhouſe Hydon, pay to his 
Son Edward Gore, the further Sum of Six hundred Pounds ; and to hi 
Daughters Heſter and Anne, the further Sum of Five hundred Pounds a- piece; 
and to his ſaid Son William Gore, the further Sum of Three hundred Pounds; 
and charged the Premiſes comprized in the ſaid Term of Five hundred Year, 
with the raiſing and anſwering fo much and ſuch Part of his Debts, and 
the Legacies and Portions given by his ſaid Will, and the ſaid Codicil, as his 
ſaid Manor of Charterhouſe Hydon ſhould fall ſhort to pay and ſatisfy : 


And whereas, by a Decree or Decretal Order of the Court of Chancery, 
made on the Third Day of March in the Seventh Year of the Reign of his 
late Majeſty King George the Firſt, in Two ſeveral Cauſes, in one of which 
Sir William Daines, Knight, and other Creditors of the ſaid William Gore 
the Teſtator, the ſaid Edward Gore, Heſter Gore, William Gore an Infant, 
by his next Friend Thomas Speke, and Anne his Wife, were Complainants; and 
the ſaid Thomas Gore, Son and Heir of the ſaid William Gore the Teſtator, 
William Gore, Edward Gore, Anthony Blagrave, and Fobn Hipſley, Exe- 
cutors of the ſaid William Gore the Teſtator, were Defendants ; and in the 
other of which Cauſes the ſaid Thomas Gore, Eſquire, was Complainant; 
and Dorothy Gore, Widow, William Gore, Eſquire, Sir William Daines, 
Thomas Speke, and Anne his Wife, William Gore the Infant, by his Guardian, 
Heſter Gore, Anthony Blagrave, Edward Gore, junior, Edward Gore, Gen- 
tleman, and ohn Hipſley, were Defendants; the Court declared, That the 
ſaid Will and Codicil were well proved, and that the ſame ought to be 
eſtabliſhed and the Truſts therein performed, and decreed the ſame accord- 
ingly ; and that, in order thereunto, it ſhould be referred to Maſter Holford, 
one of the Maſters of the ſaid Court, to take an Account of the ſaid Teſtator's 
perſonal Eſtate, and of the Rents and Profits of the real Eſtate, come to the 
Hands of any of the ſaid Parties, or to the Hands of any other Perſon or 
Perſons, for their or any of their Uſe reſpectively, and to compute what was 
due to the Plaintiffs the Creditors for Principal and Intereſt, and to tax them 
their Coſts of the ſaid Suir, and all other Creditors of the ſaid Teſtator were 
to be at Liberty to come in and prove their Debts before the ſaid Maſter, 
who was to compute Intereſt for ſuch of the ſaid Debts as in their Nature

r Annum ſointure, and the Arrears thereof, ſhould be made good to the 
Defendant Dorothy Gore, the ſaid Teſtator's Relict, and from time to time 
aid her out of the Profits of the ſaid Eſtate ſubjected thereto; and alſo, 
that the ſaid Fifty Pounds Annuity given by the ſaid Will to the ſaid De- 
{endant Thomas Gore, and all Arrears thereof, ſhould be made good to him, 
and from time to time paid to him out of the Profits of the Eſtate ſubjected 
thereto; and a Queſtion then ariſing to whom the Surplus of the ſaid Manors 
of Barrow and Southley did belong, the ſaid Thomas Gore not having had any 
Son, his Lordſhip did order, That a Caſe ſhould be made upon the (aid Will, 
ind that the Judges of the Court of King's Bench ſhould be attended there- 
with for their Opinion thereon, whether the Deviſe to the Firſt Son of the 
ſaid Defendant Thomas Gore was good, and in whom the Freehold veſted on 
the Death of the Deviſor; whereupon ſuch further Order ſhould be made as 


fhould be juſt : 


And whereas ſuch Caſe was accordingly made; and the ſaid Judges, 
after having heard Counſel thereon, did give their Opinion, That the 
Deviſe of the ſaid Manors to the Firſt Son of the ſaid Thomas Gore was 
void, and that the Freehold of the ſaid Manors, on the Death of the Devi- 
ſor, veſted in the ſaid Edward Gore, the Second Son of the Teſtator ; and 
the ſaid Cauſes coming to be further heard upon the ſaid Opinion before the 
laid Lord High Chancellor, on the Twenty-ſeventh Day of October One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty-two, and he being under ſome Doubt 
upon the ſaid Opinion of the Judges, his Lordſhip did thereupon declare, 
That he would hear the Cauſe further debated before he delivered his Opinion 
thereupon; but in the mean time directed, amongſt other things, an In- 
quiry whether the Receiver by him appointed had received the Rents of any, 
and what Lands, not deviſed by the ſaid Will and Codicil, and to ſlate the

And whereas by Articles of Agreement Tripartite, bearing Date the Tenth 
Day of July One thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty- three, and made or 
mentioned to be made between the ſaid Thomas Gore, eldeſt Son of the ſaid 
William Gore the Teſtator, of the Firſt Part; the ſaid Edward Gore, Second

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Son of the ſaid Teſtator, of the Second Part; and Francis Freeman of the 
City of Briſtol, of the Third Part; reciting the ſaid Will and Decree in 
Chancery, the faid Caſe, and the Judges Opinion thereupon, and the laſt. 
mentioned Order of the Twenty-ſeventh of O#tober One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Twenty-two, it was for the compoſing and determining of af 
Differences and Diſputes between the ſaid Thomas Gore and Edward Gir, 
touching the ſaid Will and Codicil, or in any-wiſe relating to the ſaid Teſta. 
tor's Eſtate, mutually agreed between them, That the ſaid Manor of Cha 
terhouſe Hydon, and the Lands and Hereditaments thereunto belonging 
ſhould be forthwith ſold ; and the Monies ariſing by ſuch Sale, and alto 2 
Fines, Rents and Profits, then already received, or that ſhould be received 
or grow due from or out of the ſame, until ſuch Sale; and alſo all Fines, 
Rents and Profits, then received, or which at any time before the Day of 
the Date of the ſaid Agreement were received, or grew due from or out of 
the ſaid Manors of Barrow and Southley, or either of them, or any other
